TO OUR FRIEND—THE FARMER. 


Never before in the history of agriculture of this country, has been produced a crop of corn that 
had the quality of the 1908 crop produced on FAIRVIEW FARM, SIDELL, ILL. 

This crop was all planted in May, and received the best attention during the growing season

We 
put our fields all in perfect shape and kept them 
that way. 

Our average is consequently very high. 

The Germinating power of this corn is very 
strong, owing to the fact that it was planted 
early and matured early, was then stored in a 
model seed house where a thorough ventilation 
of air could be had, and carefully dried with 
furnace heat. The corn that was planted this 
spring was all of one type, the type that we have 
been using for the past few years, being a straight 
rowed ear, cylindrical in shape, holding its size 
from one end to the other, very little space be- 
tween the rows, and a very high percentage of 
corn to cob. Every ear that was planted on the farm was tested for germination, four kernels from 
each ear. 

The corn was then shelled, graded, treated with oil of lemon and wood alcohol solution, then 
planted when the temperature of the ground was high enough to insure perfect germination, and 
the result was that we had a perfect stand of corn. Therefore we are in a position to offer you this 
spring the finest seed corn that you have ever had the opportunity of purchasing. 


The percentage of seed ears in the present crop was very high, and as we are only handling a 
limited amount—about 2,500 bushels, it will be necessary for you to place your order early, as our old 
customers have already sent in their orders for next year, and we are safe in saying that the supply of 
registered seed corn will all be sold far in advance of the planting season, as it was last year. 

We believe in reciprocity, you help us and we will help you. This is brought about when you 
buy our registered pure bred seed corn. 

This corn will increase your yield from ten to forty bushels per acre, as these figures have been 
shown. A customer of Eastern Pennsylvania writes that the Johnson County White Corn we sent 
him made 80 bushels per acre, and the Reid Yellow Dent made 75 bushels per acre, on land costing 
only $40.00. 

If a Pennsylvania farmer can do this, what can the farmer of the corn belt raise on land that has 
been farmed only a short time in comparison. 

We are in the seed corn business to stay, and to help others as well as ourselves, to raise the 
standard of corn, to raise a better corn so that it will show a better grade when put on the market 
than has been shown in preceding seasons.

As we have said before we handle only a limited amount of seed, as it is impossible for a man to 
personally superintend the selection of a larger quantity of seed, and when the amount of seed gets

Ears 
placed low on the stalk, and of uniform height. Stalks heavy 
below the ear making it very resistant tostorms. Its adapta- 
bility to any soil or climate makes it a very desirable corn, 
and if you are located on the outer edge of the corn belt, you 
will make no mistake in buying Reid’s Yellow Dent.

It is from 9 to 11% inches in length, straight rows, ear holds its shape and size from one end to 
the other, 7!2 to 8% inches in circumference, with 18 to 22 rows of kernels. 

Several of our breeding ears this last spring in May shelled out 17 to 18 oz. of corn when planted, 
showing that this corn shells out a very high percentage of corn to cob. 

Matures in 120 days, being a medium late corn. 

This year we havea very superior lot of this corn 
to offer our customers, as it was planted the second 
week in May; received the best attention possible, 
stored early in October in a furnace heated seed house, 
and will go to the purchaser, in the best possible con- 
dition. 

We sell only in the ear and in 1 bushel crates.

what kind of ears were used. When you buy seed

FAIRVIEW’S SPECKLED DENT 


This attractive corn is a large fine dent, well shaped ears, and very much on the order of the 
Johnson County White except in color. It is of a medium late maturity, taking 120 days to complete 
its season. 

It is from 9 to 11% inches in length, 7 to 8 inches in circumference, medium rough dent, 16 to 22 
rows of kernels, shells a very high percentage of corn to cob, tips well rounded and a vigorous grower. 

It resists drought exceeding well, and is one of our best yielding varieties. We only havea 
limited supply of this new variety, so in order to obtain a start of this corn it will be well to place 
your order early. 

The five varieties of pure bred seed corn that 
are being used by the Fairview Farm Seed Co., are 
bred from ears selected in September, from the 
standing stalks of the breeding grounds, the prev- 
ious year. No ear was taken from a stalk that did 
not have two or more stalks to the hill, as an ear 
has no right to be a breeding ear unless it has been 
produced under adverse circumstances. 

All ears are taken from standing stalks, and 
ears must be placed at a uniform height from the 
ground. 

The breeding grounds are situated in the centers 
of large pastures, isolated from all other corn by 80 
rods or more, to prevent the mixing of the pollen, on windy days. These breeding grounds con- 
tain three acres exactly, and the multiplying grounds five and ten. The corn from the breeding 
grounds is planted in the multiplying grounds, and seed taken from these grounds is planted in the 
commercial fields, from which is sold the seed to the trade in general. This makes it the purest 
possible way to handle corn and improve it, on scientific lines,

It is absolutely impossible for any seedsman to guarantee a crop to his customer, as he has noth- 
ing to do with the corn after it leaves his station. 
He cannot look after the important parts of secur- 
ing a crop such as is the preparing of the seed bed, 
testing the planter to get an even drop, then 
planting the corn at the proper depth, giving 
the growing corn the proper cultivation, and at the 
right time, so all we can say is that this corn has 
had the greatest care possible, is pure bred, true 
to type, and reliable. 

If the seeds are not satisfactory they must be 
returned at once, at our expense, and money will 
be refunded. 

We test carefully samples of the different 
varieties of corn as they are shown in the racks, 
and also test 12,000 ears for our own planting, so 
we know that the corn we send out is the very best. 

We ask however that our customers upon re- 
ceipt of corn will give it a thorough germination 
test, and if not satisfactory to repack and return 
at once at our expense. 

TEN DAYS will be given to each purchaser to 
do this work, but after the expiration of this time 
we will take it for granted that you are pleased 
with the shipment and that goods are up to stand- 
ard, and will positively not return money where 
corn has been in the purchaser’s hands longer than ten days.
